I saw the Cityfibre presentation last 
week announcing the launch of 
Northampton as a Gigabit City. 

It was quite an amazing gathering of 
high ranking councillors, chief execu¬ 
tives, an MP and a Mayor thrown in, 
business folk of all types and me. 

We were in the Sturtridge Pavilion at 
Franklin’s Gardens and even though 
most people probably knew roughly 
what to expect, there was something 
slightly intriguing about the whole 
event. 

Due to a moment of foresight many 
years ago, a fibre optic cable network 
was laid under the town that more or 
less connected Moulton Park and 
Brackmills. . . and then remained 
unused in that brilliantly understated 
Northampton manner.

Staff at Towcester Foodbank 
finished a 40-minute spree 
around their new 
Poundstretchers shop, after 
they were given £100 by the 
discount chain. 

Trustees at the charity were 
given an almost arm’s length 
sized receipt at the end of 
their shop, which took place 
last Friday, listing 129 items 
totalling £100 - all of which 
were purchased using a 
voucher from the store for the 
foodbank’s users. 

It included food, drink and 
toiletries, many which were 
purchased in bulks of two, 
three and four, such as 


cereals, soup, chocolate, 
sauces, coffee, tissues and 
toothpaste. 

All the produce will now be 
sorted into 15kg food parcels 
which will provide three days 
of supplies to users of the 
Trussed Trust-run foodbank, 
which is currently based at 
Towcester Youth Coffee 
House and open on Mondays 
and Thursdays. 

The spree came after 
Poundstretchers offered the 
H&P a £20 voucher to use at 
the store, which this news¬ 
paper suggested giving to the 
foodbank to benefit more 
people. 

In a generous act, the chain, 
which opened its Towcester 
store two weeks ago, then 


decided to up the donation 
and offer £100 of food vouch¬ 
ers to the charity, which was 
first opened in 2012 and is 
run entirely by volunteers. 

The shopping trip then took 
place last Friday, with three of 
the foodbank’s group of seven 
trustees being enlisted to 
pick the items off the shelves 
- finishing with two trolley¬ 
fuls. 

Barbara Parfitt - the coordi¬ 
nator at the foodbank which 
fed 110 people in Towcester 
and surrounding areas just 
last month, including 63 
adults and 47 children, said: 
“We are really excited to be 
able to put that in our stocks 
and give it to people in need. 
It will go a long way.”

In our lives we go to school 
for a set number of years and 
then we move on to pastures 
new. 

But one woman in a 
Northamptonshire village 
has spent 50 years at 
pre-school and has loved 
every minute. 

Sheila Nunn, who is now 
87, was there on the very 
first day Hackleton Pre- 
School Playgroup opened its 
doors 50 years ago in 
October 1966.

“I have been volunteering 
through my life here and 
this has been a big part of 
my life. 

“As soon as I walk into the 
room the children are 
running towards me 
and are happy to see 
me. 

“It is a wonder¬ 
ful feeling and it 
helps keep me 
young.” 

She added: “I 
love children 
and I have been a 
foster parent for 
eight children. 

Myself and my husband 




(Geoffrey) became foster 
parents in 1954 when we 
heard an advert on the radio 
asking if you could give a 
foster child a home at 
Christmas. 

“As out first child was two 
years old we thought we 
could do that, and that is 
how we became foster 
parents.” 

Sheila said that when 


Hackleton Pre-School 
Playgroup first opened its 
doors a number of other 
villages were doing the same 
thing. 

Over time, many have 
closed down but Hackleton 
has gone from strength to 
strength. 

She said: “You have got to 
have a good team to keep 
everything going and we 



have one here. They are all 
happy children and I am 
happy to be here helping 
out.” 

The pre-school will hold 
two 50th birthday events - a 
family disco on October 8 
and a family picnic on 
October 14.

Pippa hack 
probe arrest

An unemployed dad from 
Wellingborough has been arrest¬ 
ed and bailed following claims a 
hacker tried to sell thousands 
of pictures stolen from the 
Duchess of Cambridge’s sister 
Pippa Middleton’s Apple iCloud 
account. 

Nathan Wyatt, 35, was arrested 
on Saturday evening after it 
emerged a cyber criminal had 
approached The Sun and Daily 
Mail newspapers and demanded 
£50,000 for 3,000 pictures stolen 
from Miss Middleton’s account. 

The hacked account was, 
according to The Daily Mirror, 
believed to have contained 
pictures of the 33-year-old trying 
on her wedding dress, nude snaps 
of her fiance James Matthews, 40, 
and family photos of the Duchess 
of Cambridge, Prince William, 


Prince George and Princess 
Charlotte. 

It is also reported the man made 
the offer via encrypted messaging 
service WhatsApp, with The Sun 
saying it had been approached by 
someone using a pseudonym and 
asking for the money within 48 
hours. 

When Mr Wyatt was arrested by 
Metropolitan Police officers at his 
home - which he shares with his 
fiancee and a child - under the 
Computer Misuse Act, he was 
then taken to a south London 
police station for questioning. 

He was released the next even¬ 
ing on bail pending further 
enquiries, and told to return to 
the station in late November. 

On the night he was arrested, 
neighbours say police searched 
Mr Wyatt’s house thoroughly and 
also examined his car. 

One resident described him as a 
‘respectable family man’ who is 
‘into his football’.

Paralympic swimming star Ellie 
Robinson returned to school to a 
hero’s welcome this week as she 
prepared to knuckle down for 
her final year of GCSE exams. 

The 15-year-old pupil arrived at 
Northampton High School on 
Monday to a standing ovation as 
she was introduced to hundreds 
of her classmates in a packed 
assembly. 

Afterwards, she spoke to 
the Northants Herald & 

Post and reflected on 
her Rio experience - 
in which she won 
gold in the 50m 
butterfly and 
bagged bronze in 
the 100m freestyle. 

Firstly taking time 
to thank the people of 
Northampton for root¬ 
ing for her throughout the 
games, the smiling teenager said: 
“lust thank you, because it was 
just something that I honestly 
never expected to happen. 

“I remember when I started 
swimming, I always wanted to be 
the inspiration that Ellie 
Simmonds (London 2012 four¬ 
time paralympic medallist) was 
to me, and it was weird realising 
that finally I was that inspiration 
and that people were looking up 
to me - well, metaphorically! It 
was cool, it was really nice.” 

Ellie, who - like her inspiration 


Simmonds - has dwarfism, first 
started swimming at the age of 
four, before improving through 
swimming classes at her school 
and then being talent spotted in 
2012 . 

Having aimed to make her 
debut at the Tokyo games in 2020, 
Ellie described her first games in 
Rio as ‘unbelievable’, saying: “It 
was really nice. It was just this 
experience that I will never get 
back again.” 

Reliving the moment when she 
won gold, she said: “It was 
really strange, because I 
had always imagined 
myself winning it. 

“But when I did win it, 
it was just completely 
different to how I 
thought it was going to 
be. It was really weird 
and took a long time to 
sink in.” 

Reflecting on winning the 
bronze, which she had described 
as her weakest event, she said: “I 
remember touching the end of 
the pool and seeing three dots 
(next to my name. . .it was so 
weird as I really wanted to finish 
on a high, and it was weird that I 
had.” 

Asked what the next step is, 
Ellie - who will now embark on a 
year of exams - said: “Well, the 
world swimming championships 
is in Mexico next year. 

“As for Tokyo, anything can 
happen in four years. I’ll aim for 
it and see what happens.”

No charges 
a year on 
from murder

On the one year anniversary of 
the murder of David Brickwood, 
a friend has described him as ‘a 
good man, well-loved and very 
badly missed’. 

David, 74, was found brutally 
attacked at his home in Lindsey 
Avenue, Abington, Northampton, 
on September 26, 2015. He had 
been stabbed several times and 
later died in hospital. 

In the past 12 months investiga¬ 
tors have worked to find those 
responsible however the suspects 
still remain at large. 

Sue Hawkes, who had been a 
friend and neighbour of David’s 
for more than 15 years, said she 
could remember the first time 
she met him: “When we first 
moved in, he came in to see if he 
could help. Dave was a good 
friend, well loved. You still expect 
to see him out there with a cup of 
tea. All the cars that would go by, 
they would beep their horn and 
say ‘hello Dave’.” 

Despite 12 months passing, Mrs 
Hawkes still thinks of Dave 
regularly: “I often sit there and 
think I can hear Dave shouting 
out. I know it sounds silly. Quite 
often I still get choked up about it.

“It should never have happened. 
He was such a well-liked man. He 
had grandchildren. I can only 
imagine how they’re feeling. He is 
very badly missed.” 

Recalling the night she discov¬ 
ered David had been killed, she 
said: “I felt really sick, imagining 
what he must have gone through, 
the last moments of his life. He 
didn’t deserve this, his family 
didn’t deserve this.” 

Her last memory of David was 
the day he was murdered: “It was 
the same day, we were just having 
a laugh. He had a lovely laugh. He 
was a very nice man.” 

Appealing to anyone with infor¬ 
mation, she added: “I hope they 
have a prang of conscience. Tell 
the police, because you’ve got to 
live with this the rest of your life.”

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Brexit hate crime 
lowest in England

Race hate crime in North¬ 
amptonshire actually fell in 
the aftermath of the referen¬ 
dum on the membership of 
the European Union- despite 
it rising by 14 per cent across 
the UK. 

According to the figures 
obtained in a Freedom of 
Information request by the 
Daily Mirror, the county’s 
police force recorded the low¬ 
est numbers in England, and 
the second in the UK - only 
behind to Scotland. 

Northamptonshire was also 
one of two police forces which 
recorded a drop in race hate 
crime, with the county - 
where the majority of voters 
opted to leave the EU - seeing 
a one per cent drop, and 
Scotland recording a 15 per 
cent drop. 

Other areas with the lowest 
rises in hate crime following 
the vote on June 23 were 
Hampshire (rise of nine per 
cent), Merseyside (nine per 
cent rise) and Greater 
Manchester (13 per cent rise). 

At the top of the table, 
figures soared with Suffolk 



recording a hike of 68 per 
cent, followed by Gwent with 
67 per cent, Norfolk with 63 
per cent, Thames Valley 
with 56 per cent and 
Leicestershire with 
49 per cent. 

Despite the 
positive numbers 
for Northampton¬ 
shire, according to 
the Mirror four days 
after the Brexit result, a 
taxi passenger racially abused 
a female driver in Corby. It is 
alleged the passenger said: 



“Did you see the results of the 
referendum? 

“What are you still 
doing here? You 
should be killed. 
“All of you from 
your country 
should be killed.” 

When ex-UKIP 
leader Nigel 
Farage planned to 
visit Northampton 
before the vote, 
supporters and protestors 
clashed in angry verbal 
exchanges.

A devastated family has 
issued a heartfelt plea for the 
return of their beloved dog - 
which has been stolen from 
their home. 

Five-month old Poppy, a 
chocolate-coloured cocker 
spaniel, is claimed to have 
been stolen from East Haddon 
by two men in a white Ford 
Transit Connect van last 
Wednesday afternoon.

Sport psychology is all 
about getting the best out of 
an athlete or a professional 
sportsman or woman. 

It is aiming to get them 
balanced both in mind and 
body so they can perform in 
their sport and deliver what 
is called their optimal 
performance.

well as getting your fitness 
spot on. It is a mental game 
and you need to remain 
positive.” 

This positive attitude and 
positive frame of mind is 
important when it comes to 
sport psychology. 

Dr Smith said: “When I 
speak to sportsmen and 
women they talk about 
getting into a flow state. 
This is their optimal zone 
where they flow during their 
performance. 

“They want to get into a 


zone where they are not 
aware of anything when 
they are performing at the 
highest level and are in a 
sporting holy grail state. 

“This is when you want to 
be playing as well as 
possible. 

“It is similar when students 
attend a class they like and 
suddenly look up at the clock 
and the lesson is over. They 
are unaware of their 
surroundings or time. 

“The other side is when 
you are not playing well and 
the game could turn into a

Contaminated meat alert 


Giving youngsters 


Police are warning the public 
and butchers to be vigilant 
following a contaminated 
meat warning on the 
Northamptonshire border 
with Rutland. 

Five sheep have been stolen 
on two separate occasions 
from land near Cottingham. 


Five of these have turned up 
having been killed, skinned 
and the meat taken in a man¬ 
ner that was clear they were 
killed for their meat. 

The chief concern is the day 
before the sheep were stolen 
they were given Noromectin, 
a drug used to treat worms in 


sheep. The safety advice is 
the sheep must not be 
slaughtered for human con¬ 
sumption until 42 days after 
the last treatment. 

The company which pro¬ 
duces the drug says it can 
cause nausea, vomiting and 
diarrhoea.

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Where Peter Rabbit was created? 



A FEW weeks ago it was 
announced that a new Beatrix 
Potter book called Kitty-in-Boots 
is to be released after the story 
was rediscovered among the 
V&A’s archives. 

The story was written more 
than 100 years ago by Potter in a 
long-forgotten notebook, along 
with a sketch of the character, 
but it is to be published with 
illustrations by Quentin Blake. 

Potter remains hugely popular 
and some two million of her 
pocket-sized books sell around 
the world every year including 
her most popular; The Tale of 
Peter Rabbit. 

As anyone who saw 2016’s film 
Miss Potter starring Renee 
Zelwegger many of the settings 
for Potter’s books are in the Lake 
District where she spent several 
family holidays and then, after 
her books became popular, 
bought a house. 

Hill Top Farm, her home near 
Sawrey until her death in 1943, is 
where six of the books are set, 
including Peter Rabbitt.

BENTLEY Motors has announced 
details of the first diesel model in 
the iconic British brand’s history, 
the Bentayga Diesel, which it 
claims is the fastest SUV in 
the world. 

The Bentayga Diesel hits a 
top speed of 168mph and can 
accelerate from 0-60mph in just 
4.6 seconds. 


At the heart of the world’s fastest 
and most powerful luxury diesel 
SUV is an all-new, technologically 
advanced, triple-charged, 4.0-litre, 
32-valve V8 engine developing 
429bhp. 

New technology gives the 
Bentayga Diesel the lowest 
C02 emissions of any Bentley, 
as well as a range of over 621 
miles - allowing owners to, for 
example, drive from London to 
Verbier, Bordeaux or the Scottish 


Highlands on a single tank. 

The peformance figures are little 
different to those of the 608bhp 
W12 Bentayga launched last 
year - although the diesel has 
an official fuel return of 35.8mpg 
compared to the 21.6 of the petrol 
version, making it the most fuel 
efficient Bentley ever.

■ Nissan Juke Nismo RS

THE Nissan Juke, just like its stablemate the top¬ 
selling Qashqai, has been something of a surprise 
package with runaway sales in the booming 
crossover market. 


Nissan says the Juke has attracted a huge number 
of buyers who are new to the brand. As much as 
82 per cent of sales have been to first-time Nissan 
owners. 



It’s look is very much in the eye of the beholder with 
some not at all keen on the frog-eyed look, but in 
the main the individual, off-beat design has been 
well received. 

Despite being a compact crossover/SUV, Nissan 
has succumbed to temptation to produce 
muscled-up version with the Nismo RS. 

Now the latest version of the firecrackers has had 
its power tweaked by 18ps, to a powerful 218ps 
which delivers blistering performance. 

The 1.6 petrol engine powers the car from 
0-60mph in just seven seconds, proper hot hatch 
performance, although with its high stance and not- 
very-dynamic shape, it does no really look like a hot 
hatch. 

Admittedly, the look is enhanced with red brake 
calipers and discreet ‘RS’ badging on the front and 
rear. In addition it adds rear spoiler, lower front and 
rear bumpers, wider wings and sill side skirts, plus 
a dark chrome ‘V-motion’ grille. 




Other sporting touches include red door mirror 
caps, new LED daytime running lights and eye- 
catchingl 8-inch alloy wheels. 

The sporty look and performance is topped off 
with a retuned exhaust system providing a sportier 
engine note thanks to a large diameter exhaust 
silencer. 

Inside, the RS logo appears in the rev counter while 
a distinctive suede wrap covers the instrument 
binnacle. The interior is finished in grey cloth trim, 
with black headliner. Four adults are seated in 
comfort and headroom is surprisingly good. 

The crossover offers also smartphone connectivity 
with access to a variety of apps ranging from 
social media platforms to entertainment - including 
internet radio - through a large, 5.8-inch colour 
touchscreen on the dashboard which also controls 


other major functions. It also doubles as a monitor 
for the newest version of Nissan’s Around View 
Monitor which gives a complete real-time 360 
degree ‘helicopter’ view around the car to make 
manoeuvring as safe and easy as possible. 
Handling is bound to be compromised when 
compared to a standard hot hatch, but a 
strengthened body structure, bigger brakes, 
revised spring and damper settings and limited 
slip differential as standard on the two wheel drive 
version means you are hard pressed to detect the 
difference. 

In fact the slightly elevated ride height is helpful 
for all round vision when racing around bends. 
Otherwise, it feel composed and docile when 
pottering around town. 

Economy is not bad either with 39.2mpg claimed 
and relatively decent carbon emissions of 168g/ 
km, although fuel economy is probably not a major 
factor however for buyers of this model. 
Performance is dynamic and it is a great ride, aided 
by responsive steering, while the form-fitting sports 
seats keep you firmly in place. 

But this is still a crossover and practicality still 
counts. The shape of the boot has increased in 
two-wheel drive models by 40 per cent, taking the 
overall capacity to 354 litres. The flat folding rear 
seat and a two stage floor in the boot also also 
allows for the carriage of larger objects. 

Safety equipment is comprehensive and includes 
Nissan Safety Shield which includes lane departure 
warning, blind spot warning, moving object 
detection as well as sensors, all round airbags and 
stability control.

There were also special wheels and tyres for driving on salt, the body was significantly lowered, a 
limited-slip differential was used to improve traction - and there were two brake parachutes for slowing 
the Beetle down.

T20 champions (again) 

Let’s start with the obvious: 
Northants’ second T20 triumph in 
four years. To think, Sky Sports still 
insist on calling them underdogs 
in a format they continue to excel 
at. 

They didn’t exactly make things 
easy for themselves at Edgbaston 
in August, as they were reduced to 
14-3 in their semi-final against 
Nottinghamshire and 9-3 in the 
final against Durham. 

That they were able to lift the tro¬ 
phy was down to the two biggest 
T20 partnerships the county have 
ever produced, which enabled 
them to recover strongly from 
these poor starts. 

Captain Alex Wakely was the glue 
in both innings, as he played the 
anchor role, while the batsman at 
the other end - Ben Duckett 
against Notts, fosh Cobb against 
Durham - smashed the opposing 
bowlers around the park. 

Ben Duckett: Run machine 

Duckett (right) began to flourish 
last year after he was moved up the 
order to open the batting, but no- 
one could have predicted how well 
he’d fare in 2016. 

It began with 282 not out against 
Sussex in April - the first of four 
Championship centuries, which 
formed part of his incredible total

of 1,338 runs at an average of 58.17. 

The 21-year-old also made his 
maiden List-A ton and smashed 84 
in the T20 semi-final against Notts, 
not to mention unbeaten totals of 
163 and 220 for England Lions, 
which went a long way to securing 
his first senior call-up for the 
upcoming tour of Bangladesh. Not 
to mention winning the Cricket 
Writers’ Club Young Player of the 
Year award. 

Bowling revelations 

Northants have previous when it 
comes to plucking talented bowl¬ 
ers from obscurity - think back to 
lack Brooks and Muhammad 
Azharullah. You can now add 
Richard Gleeson and Ben 
Sanderson to that list. 

Gleeson got his chance in the T20 
Blast due to injuries to Oily Stone 


and Rory Kleinveldt and never 
looked back, taking 14 wickets with 
an economy rate of 5.97. 

Sanderson, meanwhile, proved to 
be Northants’ primary attacking 
threatintheCountyChampionship, 
as he took 55 wickets, which 
included figures of 7-22 and 8-73. 

Glory in defeat 

Northants were involved in a cou¬ 
ple of absolute thrillers in the One- 
Day Cup, although both were to 
end with them the losing side. 

In fune they were involved in an 
extraordinary contest at Trent 
Bridge, where the records tumbled 
as Kleinveldt’s explosive 128 off 
just 63 balls saw the Steelbacks fall 
just 30 runs short of 
Nottinghamshire’s 455-8. 

After qualifying for the quarter 
finals as North Group winners, 


Northants then came within 
wicket of reaching the last four 
against Surrey, only to be denied 
by Kumar Sangakkara’s unbeaten 
130 at a raucous Wantage Road. 

Small squad spirit 

It’s common knowledge that 
resources at Wantage Road are lim¬ 
ited and this has led to Northants 
operating with a permanent squad 
of just 17 players, but there was 
plenty of quality on show. 

At some point during the season, 
every player provided a significant 
contribution, showing that Ripley’s 
decision to go with quality rather 
than quantity was the right one. 

The best thing is that, Stone’s 
departure to Warwickshire aside, 
this close-knit squad will be 
remaining together as a whole that 
is greater than the sum of its parts. 


Saints new boys making themselves at home 


A couple of new faces are settling in at 
Northampton Saints after the arrivals 
of lock Api Ratuniyarawa and centre/ 
wing Nafi Tuitavake at Franklin’s 
Gardens last week. 

Both players are about to experience 
taking to the field in English rugby for 
the first time, which means they’ll 
have to get used to a new style of play, 
not to mention the perishing cold of 
winter, when it arrives. 

By the sound of Tuitavake’s first 
experience of having breakfast with 
his teammates, adapting to his new 
surroundings may have one or two 
bumps in the road. 

“There was a big tray of scrambled 
egg and it looked like porridge to me,” 
said the Tonga international. “So I was 
scooping that into my bowl and the 
boys were just watching me. 

“They knew what it was and I was 
putting sugar on. Then I went to eat it 
and the boys started laughing and I 
was like ‘what?’ 

“I had a mouthful and it was then I 
realised I had scrambled eggs instead 
of porridge. Then the chef came out

and told me that I wasn’t the first and 
we had a good laugh about it.” 

Signing for a new team after the sea¬ 
son has got under way means a player 
must go through something of a crash 
course into how things are done, rath¬ 
er than having a pre-season in which 
to do so. 

Ratuniyarawa, capped 19 times by 
Fiji, joined from French side Agen and 
said: “It is a challenge arriving at this 
time. I did pre-season back in France 
and coming over here when the sea¬ 
son has already started is unusual. 

“For me, I have to do a lot of learning 
and I have to keep up with my condi¬ 
tioning, my fitness and try to be in 
good form while training with the 
boys.” 

While Ratuniyarawa joined 
Northampton because he and his 
family wanted to move to an English- 
speaking country, Tuitavake’s move 
came quite suddenly due to off-field 
problems with former club Narbonne. 


The 27-year-old is pleased to have left 
those troubles behind, saying: “Things 
are a shambles over there at the 
moment. But things turned around 
pretty quick and next thing I knew I 
was sorting out visas and I was here. 

“A lot of things were going wrong at 
Narbonne - they were getting rid of 
coaches, getting rid of players. The 
season’s just started and they’re doing 
ah that. I think money problems are 
the big thing.” 

Both players have been greeted by 
some familiar faces, as Tuitavake 
played alongside Ken Pisi with New 
Zealand U20s, while he is also good 
friends with his older brother George 
andAhsee Tuala. 

Ratuniyarawa has joined fellow 
Fijian Campese Ma’afu at the Gardens 
and the tighthead told his new club 
mate what to expect at Northampton. 

“I spoke to him about the club and 
how they operated and it gave me a 
fair chance of what to expect before I 
came here,” he said. “I now see how 
they train and how the team works 
and I think I’m settling in well.”

Northampton Town have made a 
habit of making us think again 
this year - just when they have us 
considering that it can't possibly 
get any better. 

Now they find themselves fourth 
in League One after goals in the 
closing stages from John-Joe 
O’Toole and Kenji Gorre gave 
them their fourth win in five 
league games and their first on 
the road this season. Suddenly the 
Shoe Army are dreaming again. 

Some brilliant play down the 
right from Paul Anderson led to 
Northampton taking a seventh- 
minute lead, as he twisted Darnell 
Furlong inside out before his low 
ball across goal gave Harry 
Beautyman a tap-in. 

The Robins somehow failed to 
equalise on 29 minutes when 
Smith did well to deny Johnny 
Goddard, then even better to 
block Obika’s rebound. 

Still the danger wasn’t over, but 
the visiting fans were able to 
breathe at last after Thomas and 
then Obika again were denied by 
clearances off the line and 
Northampton just about retained 
their lead into the break. 

Swindon were level after 66 min¬ 
utes as Furlong retrieved an over¬ 
hit cross and rolled the ball back 
for substitute Sean Murray, who 
found the bottom corner with a 
first-time finish. 

However, Northampton were 
ahead again with 14 minutes left 


when O’Toole got in front of 
Lawrence Vigouroux to head in 
Taylor’s corner at the near post. 

And the win was secured by a 
superb move that saw JJ Hooper 
get away down the right with Alex 
Revell leaving his low cross for 
Gorre to sweep in at the far post. 

Here’s what we learned from the 
game... 

The gaffer 

Rob Page doesn’t have a like-for- 
like replacement for the all-action 
Jak McCourt, so went with a 
4-2-3-1 formation with O’Toole 
and Taylor sharing duties in 
screening the back four. 

A manager lives and dies by his 
substitutions and Page will have 
been thrilled to see two of the 
players he brought on combine for 
the killer third goal. It should do 
Gorre the world of good too. 

On the plus side 

After goals in his previous two 
games, Anderson set up the open¬ 
er with some brilliant play down 
the left to again demonstrate how 
quickly he’s settled in at the 
Cobblers. 

The former Forest and Ipswich 
winger was a threat whenever he 
had the ball, while at the other 
end Smith showed no ill effects 
from his nightmare against 
Manchester United. 

The Town stopper didn’t display 
any of the nerves that ruined his 
big night, with his handling 
immaculate to go along with his 
usual shot-stopping. 

Could be better 

Swindon got a lot of joy down

Northampton’s left, particularly 
in the first half, and this was the 
negative side of Anderson’s per¬ 
formance, as David Buchanan 
was left one versus two too often. 

Next up is a complaint we’ve 
aired a few times: the Cobblers sit 
too far back when defending a 
lead. It invited pressure, which 
eventually told when Murray 
equalised after 66 minutes. 
Thankfully, it didn’t prove costly. 

The opposition 

Going forward, Swindon provided 
the Cobblers with plenty of sweaty 
moments and no-one could really 
argue when the Robins drew level 
that they deserved it, as Luke 
Williams’ side produced some 
good football. 


Town up to fourth 
and are soaring 


Then we found out why their 
fans are so impatient with their 
team: defensively they are very 
fragile. Credit must go to the visi¬ 
tors for re-asserting themselves, 
but the way they took the lead for 
the second time was pretty soft. 

Man of the match: Harry 
Beautyman 

That’s three goals by the end of 
September for the man signed 
from Peterborough in the sum¬ 
mer. Let’s hope that’s a good habit 
that continues. 

Beautyman is far better when 
he’s deployed through the middle 
and he showed good goal scoring 
instincts to attack Anderson’s 
cross early on and he linked up 
play well on the counter attack. 


GRIPPED BY THE COBBLERS 


Northampton Town recorded emphatic 
wins against Southend United and 
Swindon Town over the past week, 
leaving Rob Page’s men in the heady 
heights of fourth place in League One. 

The Cobblers sunk the Shrimpers and 
downed the Robins, meaning Town 
have lost just one of their last 34 
League games. 

Page’s men dispatched Phil Brown’s 
Southend United 4-0 at Sixfields on 
Saturday before seeing off Swindon 3-1 
in a tricky Wiltshire tie on Tuesday 
night. The Town boss looks to have 
built a squad of real quality with goals 
being shared amongst the team. 

Southend were scythed down thanks 
to goals from John-Joe O’Toole, Alex 
Revell, Paul Anderson and a 
Champions League quality free-kick 
from Matt Taylor.

Many called for a new striker but with 
Page favouring a lone hold-up man any 
new forward acquisition would be 
redundant. Some credit too for Page’s 
tactics which have seen Northampton 
able to impose themselves on matches. 
Next up is a difficult tie against Bristol 
Rovers at Sixfields this Saturday. 

Rovers came up with Northampton 
from League Two but victory against 
the Gas could see Cobblers motoring in 
the automatic promotion positions 
dependent on results. 

It’s touch and go whether we’ll see the 
‘battle of the Matt Taylors’ with Rovers’ 
own hot-shot Taylor struggling with a 
tight hamstring. Whatever the case, it 
should be a bumper crowd for the 
Cobblers with the derby game at 
Peterbrough drawing ever nearer. Be 
afraid Posh, be very afraid.

Buck has been playing his cricket at 
Lancashire for the last two seasons 
after arriving at Old Trafford from 
Leicestershire, where he came through 
the academy along with Northants bats¬ 
man Josh Cobb. 

The 25-year-old will add to Northants' 
bowling options next season, after the 
county lost Oily Stone to Warwickshire, 
and comes with plenty of experience of 
playing in all three formats of the game. 

Buck said: “I want to thank 
Lancashire for everything they've done 
for me over the last two years - the fans 
have been exceptional. I'm excited at 
the prospect of being able to play for a 
club like Northamptonshire. 

“It will be a new challenge for me and 
I'm looking forward to getting back to 
my best with some exciting cricket. 
They are a strong, tight-knit side that 
have done exceptionally well this sea¬ 
son; I can't wait to be a part of it.'' 

Buck's opportunities were limited in 
the County Championship last season, 
but he does have 158 first-class wickets 
to his name, with his best figures of 
5-76 coming against Essex in May 2014. 

He had some success in white ball 
cricket this year, as he claimed 12 wick¬ 
ets in the T20 Blast and another eight in 
the One-Day Cup, while he once took 
five wickets during an England Lions 
tour of the West Indies. 

Northants head coach David Ripley 
said: “We are delighted to welcome 
Nathan to the club. He has a lot of expe¬ 
rience for a 25-year-old, including rep¬ 
resenting the England Lions, but I feel 
he is yet to reach his peak, which is very 
exciting for us. 

“He will fit in very well into the chang¬ 
ing room and showed a lot of desire to 
come to us when other counties were 
very interested.''

“What’s happened has hap¬ 
pened and, like I said, the right 
authorities and people have dealt 
with it.”

Waller also reflected on the yel¬ 
low card he was shown for an off- 
the-ball incident with Saracens 
hooker Jamie George, an act very 
much out of character for a player 
not known for getting himself 
into trouble. 

In the ten minutes following 
that tip-tackle, Sarries turned the 
match in their favour, having 
gone into the sin bin period 12-9 


behind and growing increasingly 
frustrated. 

“I let myself down and the boys 
down there a bit, but things hap¬ 
pen in games,” Waller said. 
“Things are read in games the way 
they are and that’s just the game. 

“We’re always going to play on 
the edge but you’ve got to keep 
that discipline - that’s the major 
thing across the board, one to 15. 


“It was disappointing to lose 
and it was one of those things 
where, now it’s happened, you 
assess it, look at where we went 
wrong, where we could have gone 
better. 

“Hopefully we’ll put that into 
practice in the next couple of 
weeks and iron out some of those 
creases we so desperately need 
to.”
